In all, 83 paddlers registered for 
the OMCKRA-sanctioned canoe and 
kayak races, that started and finished 
at Springdale Christian Reformed 
Church on the edge of the Holland 
Marsh. 

The roster included marathoners 
hoping to qualify for the ICF World 
Championship Kayak races, by posting 
championship times in their 24K 
distances. 


There were also Cl and C2 Canoeists, 
recreational paddlers, and for the 
first time, a fuU class of stand-up 
paddleboards, and outrigger canoes. 

The race has come a long way since 
its start back in 1979. Founders Janice 
Madchuck and Peter Puddicombe 
named the race the “Marsh Mash” 
because they found the weeds in the 
canal so thick, they had to "mash” 
their way through. 


The Canals have been cleaned out, 
deepened, and even moved, in an 
ongoing project to improve flood 
control and life safety - which means 
that paddlers will have "no rocks, no 
blocks and only 1 tree down,” said 
organizer Iain Craig.

Newmarket - Holland Marsh District Christian 
School held a ground-breaking ceremony on 
May 10, for its new elementary school facility at 
19740 Bathurst St., at the Graham Sideroad. 

It’s a project that has been in the works since 
2009, when the Holland Marsh District Christian 
School Board of Directors launched a $4 million 
“Building Upon the Legacy” capital fundraising 
campaign, chaired by Ron Voorberg, to help raise 
the money for a larger, more modem school. 

Holland Marsh District Christian School 
was established in 1943 in the hamlet of 
Ansnorveldt, with the goal of providing Christ- 
centred education to the community. Classes 


are offered from JK to Grade 8, with the school 
providing Ontario Ministry of Education core 
requirements, within a Christian world view. 

Students currently attend from Aurora, 
Bradford, East Gwillimbury, Newmarket, 
Schomberg, and surrounding communities - 
but in recent years, the small school has been 
bursting at the seams. 

The new school will offer 30,000 sq. ft. of 
space, on its 15 acre property. OCA Architects 
designed the facility, with input from faculty, 
students and stakeholders - incorporating both

Abandoned dumps lead to red tape 


The first case of a homeowner being 
impacted by the Ontario Ministry of 
the Environment D-4 Guidelines has 
come to Council - but there may be 
hundreds of other homeowners who 
will be affected, warned Councillor 
Gary Lamb. 

The D-4 Guidelines basically put a 
hold on any new development within 
500 metres of a designated landfill site 
- treating historic, long-abandoned 
sites and stump dumps as equivalent 
to sites like the 12th Line Landfill, now 
a transfer station. 

Councillor Lamb said that the 
homeowners at 8 Mandalane Drive in 
BWG “went to put a couple of bays on 
their garage, and this landfill pokes its 
head up." 

The result has been red tape, an 
H2 “Holding” designation that must 
remain in place until the homeowner 
can satisfy the MOE that there is 
no risk of methane or radon - and 
a $3,000 fee levied by the Town, to 
remove the H2 hold and redesignate 
the property. 

The homeowners asked the Town 
to waive the fee, a request that was 
denied. 

Lamb called on the Town to develop 
a policy, that would identify which 
landfill sites pose a threat, and which 
do not. "We need to know that ahead 
of time, so we can say there is no 
danger.” 

Otherwise, he said, “there are 


hundreds of other houses” that could 
be impacted by proximity to the 
“many old-style landfills around the 
Town” - including homes on Wood 
Crescent, Britannia and 8th Line. 

"It's the County of Simcoe that is 
requiring each municipality to map 
out these D-4 zones,” in response to 
MOE Guidelines, noted Deputy Mayor 
Rob Keffer. “It’s out there and it’s going 
to affect a lot of people, who won't 
realize they are affected until they 
apply for a permit.” 

Councillor Ron Simpson pointed 
out that the County is responsible for 
waste management, and for landfill 
sites - and suggested that the onus is 
on the County to prove that the former 
landfill sites are safe, or unsafe. 

Initially, he called for a deferral of the 
issue, to give staff time to report back 
on the County’s responsibility - but 
withdrew his motion when warned 
that it would spell more delay, and 
more expense, for the homeowner. 

Town manager Jay Currier 
promised to raise the issue of the D-4 
designations in a meeting with the 
County’s Chief Administrative Officer 
on Friday, suggesting it was a good 
place to begin, because “there may be 
other municipalities that are running 
into the same thing.” 

“We have to be firm on which 
landfills are a hazard and which 
are not - and take those off the list,” 
concluded Councillor Lamb.

Around 11:35 a.m., several 
kids on bicycles were crossing 
Candaras St. at 25 Sideroad in Alcona, 
when an older male, with white hair, 
driving a small grey or silver car, 
turned right onto Candaras, striking 
the front of one of bikes, and knocking 


the rider to the ground. Witnesses say 
that the man, who appeared to have a 
moustache or goatee, appeared to be 
talking on a cell phone at the time, and 
may not realize that he was involved 
in a collision. The victim, a 14 year old 
from Goodfellow Public School, was 
taken to hospital with minor injuries.

Ridiculous timeline for 404 

To the editor: It took the province of Ontario 
10 years to open the first extension of Hwy. 407. 
At that time, it spanned 36 km from Hwy. 404 
to the 410. 

Shortly afterwards, that same year, another 13 
km stretch was opened, connecting the 410 to 
the 401, in the west. In short, almost 50 km of 
highway was built in the span of 10 years. Add 


to that distance all the ramps involved; it was a 
massive project that, initially, the government 
took on. 

Contrast that with the Hwy. 404 expansion 
project. It was announced in 2006 and here 
we are, almost 8 years later, and there is no 
expansion to speak of. We are told it will be 
completed in the summer, but there is no firm 
date. Total distance? 15 km. spanning 3 exits. 

Had we built the expansion at the same 
pace as the 407, not only would the 404 go 
to Keswick, we would get the highly sought- 
after Bradford Bypass, a road that would be 
very welcome for local residents who work in 
the Richmond Hill corridor, such as myself. 
Instead, there is no talk of the Bypass, and the 
404 expansion project lingers on. 

The delay is simply unacceptable. And given 
how slowly these projects go, we will not see a 
Bradford Bypass until well into the 2020s - if at 
all. 

This is just another example of the GTA taking 
precedence, and a pox on all others. The South 
Simcoe and York North Regions are being 
overlooked, for being rural and Conservative. 

Residents need to speak up and pressure 
the provincial government to get key projects 
moving. We are voters and taxpayers, just as 
much as GTA voters are. And if enough of us 
make noise, maybe these projects will move 
faster than a snail’s pace.

Digging up a lost society 


by Helen Yielding 

It wasn’t the usual 
kind of digging that one 
does in Spring. It was an 
archaeological dig just 
south of Beeton that was the 
subject of the Tecumseth & 
West Gwillimbury Historical 
Society’s April meeting. 

Professor Marti Latta, who 
directed the dig in 1976, 
shared the results of her 
findings: the remains of a 
village of300 to 500 First 
Nations people, living and 
farming in a location close 
to water, easily defended, 
and economically active. 

Artifacts included tools for 
farming, hunting, cooking, 
sewing, entertainment 
and surprisingly, bits of 
European brass - indicating 
active trading from as far 
away as the East coast. 

Dr. Latta surmised 
that the villagers were 
an independent nation 
who existed from about 
1500 to 1550 AD, grew 


com, beans and squash, 
fished and hunted, built 
wooden homes, and traded 
with flint they carried 
from the Hamilton area. 
They probably spoke an 
Iroquoian dialect. 

Given their resources, 
location, and economic 
stability, the puzzle was 
why the society suddenly 
collapsed. 

Evidence suggests that 
the village was burned in an 
attack by neighbouring First 
Nations, and that residents 
fled north. Unfortunately, 
surmise is all that’s left: 

The artifacts, stored at the 
University of Toronto, were 
accidentally destroyed.

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Nidiology for Beginners 


by Peter Wukasch 

Well, I have just discovered that 
I’m a "nidiologlst” - that is, someone 
who studies bird nests and nesting 
behaviour. 

I don't have much choice, since 
there is robin’s nest smack-dab in 
the middle of the shrub on my 
front porch. 

Maybe you have also had the 
experience of birds nesting at your 
house, and have wondered what 
bird it is - and why it chose that 
particular site. 

As you walk along the street before 
the leaves come out, it’s not hard to 
spot last year’s bird nests. A small, 
tightly woven nest of soft thistle 
down is likely that of an American 
Goldfinch. The other week, I was 
walking my pup when I discovered a 


neatly woven "basket” made of soft 
plant fibres, and recognized it as the 
nest of a Northern Oriole. 

Normally, this nest would have 
been high on the outer branches 
of a tree, but with the wind, it had 
obviously fallen. What an amazing 
bit of avian architecture! The basket 
was so strong and deep that it's no 
wonder that last year’s nest was 

Most songbirds will not reuse an 
old nest, since it can often become 
the habitat of harmful insect pests, 
and may have been spotted by 
predators over the winter months. 

Robins fashion their strong nests 
out of mud, with added touches 
of grass, and even trash - string, 
plastic, etc. - as do several swallow 
species. 


I once observed a Bald Eagle’s nest 
that had everything from a table 
cloth to several coat hangers as part 
of the nest, and eagles keep adding 
to these huge nests, each year. No 
wonder the nests may eventually 
break the tree supporting them. 

Of course, some birds don’t 
even build a nest. The Killdeer, 
for example, lays its camouflaged 
eggs amongst the pebbles on bare 
ground. 

If you observe a bird nesting in 
your yard, take the time to observe 
and marvel how that seemingly 
fragile nest can serve as a nursery 
for a family of noisy, pushy and 
hungry chicks. This can be a great 
learning experience - just as long 
as the birds feel they have some 
privacy!

Author Janet Reid Wilson was the special guest presenter 
at the Silver Birch Battle of the Books, held at the Bradford 
Library on May 9. She spoke about the Rights of the Child - 
to be free from bullying and violence, the right to play, the 
right to “stand up and speak up." 

Kids who love books are invited to enter the annual 
Silver Birch Battle of the Books. The students, in grades 3 
to 6, pick their favourite reads from the list of Silver Birch 
nominatees, in a wide range of categories - then discuss, 
debate and prepare to answer questions, in a “Batde of the 
Books” quiz.
